THE DFAN OF WESTMINEVER'R

ARDEY,

After the company bad assembled in the
Chapter House. the dvan delivered o lectare o0
thie history ot the Abbey. Ashort time sines he
delivered a lecture on the same subject at one
of{the evening meetings ol the Rogal fustitution,
in which he noticed generalty the prine:pal
monuments in the Abbey, boton this oceasion
he cunfined his remarks to the burial and mona
ments of kings, In the previous lecture he had
observed fhat it was o peculiar characreristic o
the kings of Eneland that they salected their
pince ol burial within sight of their palace, of
whieh practice Russia aflorded the only similar
r».\nmpllu-. Westminster Abbey had seldom boco
selected 18 B plice tor royal marrinces, Henry |
and Riehard 11 having been the ouly Eoglish
¥inge martied there, It was, however, the
vnly bulld ng in Burope in which she eorona
tions and the buriale ol royal personages took
e,

Edward the Confessor was tho first king who
wiis positively stated to have been buried there,
and It was some tipe betore s successors fol.
lowed Lis example, lor it was natural that ks
should like to be buried i the churehes thes
bad lounded, After noticing the burial place:
of several of the kings after Edward, and
adverting to the (aet that Westminster Abbey
hud been exelusively bullt by the crown, the
Dean proceeded to mentinn the great alivrations
that wore made in the origiual bulding by
Henry 11, who expended such large sams o
money on the bulldineg thut it was one of the
main canses ot his quarrels with the Parlin
ment, Itwas the ocustom ot that tine, whon
rebutldive a chiurch, to aweop away the previ-
ous structure, and that had been done by Henrey
with Edward the Confessor's Abbey nt West.
minster, The shrine, however, of the Con.
fessor was religiously preserved,

Henry 111 intended at one time to have been
buried In the Temple Chureh, but as he grew
older hig attachment to the Abbey inerensed,
and twenty years after his deatu his body wis
deposited on the epo! where his tomb is to be
geen, but has beart was sent to Fontenoy, tiue
aubbess of the convent there having lnld claivm to
it, because Henry had once promised that he
ghould be borled there, That was the last trace
of the connection ol English kings with Nor
mandy, Henry had made extensive arranie
metts for the burlal of all the members of e
royal family in Westminster Abbey. and he by
that menns #0 completely occupied the Confes
sor's Opapel that v atterwards beonme  diflicult
to find room for the Kings who desived Lo be
buried fhere, Udward 111 brought into the
Abbey the stone of Scoone, snd 1rom that time
it beeame the place waers all the kings of Eng
land were ecrowned, It had remmined there
